WHAT THE NEGROES WANT 


If » Cbano* to Meaaure Their TmleitU 


With White Men, 


BALTIMORE, June 29.—At a political 


gathering of colored people Rev. W. C. 
Goiiis made an address in which he said: 


"I would say to my white brethren 


that when the negro asks for equal 
rights he does not mean to come into 
your parlors or eat at yonr tables. He 
does not mean to go into your fine drug 
stores aud ask for a glass of soda. But 
wo want to have the assurance that if 
we want a glass of soda we can get it. 
If I have the ability to keep your books, 
I want to have the assurance of my 
privilege to contest for thatposition as 
a man, not as a negro. We want to 
measure onr talents with the proudest 
American citizen. 
"Some want us to go to Africa, to 


Texas, or to colonize on an island. The 
sod of America was made sacred by the 
blood of your fathers and onr fathers, 
and we are going to stay here. If we 
•ver attempt to colonize elsewhere and 
could all be loaded on a ship, I believe 
that a storm would overtake us, that 
the negroes would be found to be the 
Jonahs and we would be cast overboard. 
But we would not be lost. There would 
b» a whale for every colored man, aud 
whea tho morning dawned 8,500,000 
faces turned toward heaven would be 
landed on American shores, and a 
mighty shout would go up 'ho.ne 
agam.'" ___________
